: It has often been said that the art work on the sdine 
_ of ancient Roma is inferior to that on thoge of | ; 
: Greece; while this is true in general, there is one 

: branch of art work in which the Romens have never 

i been surpessed. Theat is in portraiture. The Greeks 

: produced fine idealistic portraits; but the Romans - 

: aimed to show a men's face exactly es he looked in | 
' all details. And they did very good at it. 
: AS all Roman emperors showed their effigies on coins,’ 
: thus Roman Imperiel coins present accurate portraits : 
- of all the emperors, the weaklings and incompentents ; 
: aS well as the great end able ones, throughout the 

: whole history of the empire. We can see exactly what | 

: they looked like. These are the best portraits of then 
_ that exist - and in meny ceses they cre the only por-: 
‘ treits of them in existence. There are Roman coin 
‘portraits showing people unknown in history, for ex- ; 
ample, Peulina, the wife of Maximinus I (235-238);. : 
: Marinicna, the wife of Velerian I (253-260), and 

: others. 
‘Coins of aareekl emperors show their features at var- 
ious ages. This is conspicuous in the case of Cara- | 
calla (196-217) whose early coins show him as « boy, | 
‘then as a youth, then «4 young man,: and finelly with a: 
: bearded face wrinkled by care. 
:In addition to the portraits of what might be called : 
‘the legitimate line of emperors end their families, - | 
i there also exist portraits of various rebels, usur- 
“pers, pretenders of all kinds. Many of these were very 
‘obscure men, ruling small areas for brief periods, as: 
‘the Emperor Marius who ruled for only three days in 
Gaul (267). Coins of Marius are scarce, but a sur- 
‘prisingly large number exist for such « short reign. ; 
‘This may be due to two causes: the possibility that 
‘coins were struck clandestinely in preparation for. 
‘his usurpation; and that after his death. the mint 
continued striking before the news reached it. Certain- 
:-ly three deys seem insufficient for the preparation 
‘and issue of « series of coins.

During the disturbed and confused reign of the Emper-. 
‘or Gallienus (joint Emperor 253-260; sole Emperor 

' 260-268), when the entire Roman Empire was racked with 
‘every kind of disaster, wars, plagues, rebellioms, ~ 
‘ political corruption, and financial distress and it 
igeemed as if it were breaking up, a whole host of 


‘rebel emperors sprung up, mostly in the outlying 
‘provinces. There were so many of these that in the - 
‘Scriptores Historiae Augustae, Trebellius Pollio calls 
‘them Tyrenni Triginta, or the Thirty Tyrants, ina | 
‘rather far-fetched analogy to the Thirty Tyrents of 
‘Athens. And most of these rebels struck coins, many 
:of them of very crude workmanship. Mest of these 
‘rulers were very obscure and reigned for very short : 
‘periods; little is known of them, except that we have; 
‘their portraits on coins, However, some of them were | 
‘men of considerable ability - in fact, of more abili-. 
‘ty than the legitimate Emperor, Gallienus. Oneof these 
‘Wes Postumus, who seized Gaul in 258 and ruled it ably 
‘until his death in 267. Postumus issued an extensive | 
‘Coinage and his coins are very common, but are a 
‘little difficult to obtain in fine condition. Many of 
ithem are poorly struck. - T. W. Ward

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_ REMARKS ON ROMAN PORTRAITS 
By T. W. Ward 
(Continued from last month) 


In 287 another able rebel, Carausius, seized con- 
trol of Britain and held it successfully until his : 
murder in 293. The home government, being unable to : 
dislodge him, made a virtue of necessity and recog- ; 
nized him as joint emperor in charge of Britain. 
During his reign he issued an extensive coinage, 
much of the workmanship being crude. But crude or 
good, all of his coins have a very characteristic 
portrait, showing him with heave features and an ; 
unusually thick "bull" neck. 


The Romen coin artists did not flhtter their subjects. 
I have read some place but cannot recall the refer- : 
ence at the moment, that when the first specimens 

of coins for Claudius I (41-54) were presented to 
him for approval, he at first rejected the issue. 

He stated that they made him look ridiculous, and : 
it was only after his efficials assured him that he | 
really looked like that in profile and didn't 
réalize it because a man normally doesn't see him- 
self that way, that he approved the coins. Fe said 
that if that was the way he lookéd, then he couldn't; 
help it, and he regarded the coinage as somewhot of | 
a joke on himself. The point of this story is the | 
complete ebsence of flattery in protraiture; it was | 
neither offered, nor insisted upon. The coiners 
showed the emperor with his defects, and he con- 
sented to being shown thus. 
A curious feature of Roman coin portratture is that : 
during the struggles for the throne during the third: 
century, when emperor after emperor was murdered - | 
often after a very short reign - the coins of the 
new ruler sometimes show the portrait of the pre- 
vious one. For instance in 235 Maximinus the 
Thracian murdered Severus Alexander, and became the | 
Emperor Meximinus I. The mint officials evidently —: 
were advised of the change in rulers before they 
were supplied with a portrait of the new emperor to : 


rt aie on coins, and not knowing whet he looked 
: like, they simply eae using the portrait of 
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‘the dead emperor. Thus the first coins of Maximinus 7 
‘have his name and titles, but the portrait is that of | 
:Severus Alexander. There are other such cases. 
:It was stated at the beginning of this article that 
ithe Roman coin portraiture was excellent; that is 
‘true, but it did not continue so. As the empire went 
-into its decline, the art work declined along with 
‘everything else. So while early portraiture is very : 
‘fine work, the time came when the work became poorer; | 
:the portraits began to look more like flat, lifeless ; 
‘drawings, even though it is obvious that the ertists 
‘still tried for accuracy. But the decline continued, 
‘until efter Constantine I (306-337) the- faces became 
:so conventionalized that they all look much alike. 
‘Finally, especially in the Eastern Empire after the 
‘fall of Rome, the portraits hardly look even human, 
-but often resemble grotesque faces such as a child 
might draw. 
‘During the period of skilled workmanship, there is 
one class of cojns that is en-exception from the 
‘usual eceurate portraits; this is the series of 
"restoration" coins. A restored coin is one copied 
more or less accurately from the type of. a deceased 
‘emperor and issued by a later one, with an inscription 
‘stating that it is restored. The obverses of such 
‘coins bear the names and titles of the earlier ruler : 
‘and a supposed portrait of him; but in many cases the : 
portrait is not correct. This seems to be due to the |; 
efforts of the artists to give a "slant" to the fea- 
‘tures, so that they would somewhat resemble those of 
‘the current emperor. 
It is evident that the Roman mints considered the 
‘portrait work of the highest importance, and assigned : 
_ their best workmen to that work. Many Roman coins with 
‘very fine portraits have reverses of considerebly in- } 
ferior work, indicating that different men worked on | 
the two dies. The main object vas to get a good por- : 
trait; the reverse was secondary, and the lettering of: 
still less importance. Often coins with fine’ portraits 
have mediocre reverses, and irregular lettering. ;

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“STARTING AT TEE BOTTOM"

Often the question rises in numismatic circles: ee. 
did you happen to start collecting coins?" Well, in : 
answer to that, I claim that I am one collector that | 
started from the ground up; because I really began by: 
digging them up out of the ground.

States Nevy was spent in China. Most of this was 
along the coast, but in 1926 I found myself on duty 
et Chungking. Northwest of this city there are some 
ancient mounds, said to be of the age of the Chow 
Dynasty, and I started doing some amateur archaeology:

: dollar size. Chop marks are extremely common on Chine: 
: ese money; they are merely counterstamps consisting : 
: of small Chinese characters and symbols. Collectors 

: of Chinese money are of course familiar with then, 

: but for the information of others, I might explain 

i that these really are private guarantees that the 
: Silver is good. A Chinese merchant or bank, on deter-: 
: mining that a coin is good silver and of correct :

‘Their inflation took two forms: first, decrcasing the: 
/ size and weight of the coins; and second, debasing; 
: the coinage by mixing bese motel with the silver. 

' This last system of debasement eventuaily went so 

i far that what was nominally a silver coin became 

_ simply a bronze one, thinly disgaisod with a light 

: Silver wash. Related to this system of debasemcni Was: 
: a third method extensively used during the letter 
part of the Roman Republic; the issue of bronze coins: 
: with a moderately thick silver plating, and with the | 
- official velue of a solid silver coin. 
: The first issue of Roman money was of unquestionable : 
full value. It consisted of heavy cast bronze picces, 
; the unit being the as of one pound woight, supple-_ 
: mented by lower denominations in fractions of the as. 
: Prior to this issue, the Romans had used bronze for 

; money anyway , but in the form of bricks, bars, and | 
: irregular pieces that had to be weighed out for each | 
: transaction. There could be no doubt ina Roman's 
: mind as to the valuo of his new money; it simply was : 
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a 


: bronze, tho same material he had been using, but in :; 
: a more convenient form, It now was in pieces of con- : 
: venient size and standard weight, which no longer’ |: 
: had to be weighed for every purchase. Everyone knew 
i what bronze was and what it was worth, and bronze 
: was a metal in general demand in that age. A man 
: could melt dowm his coins and still have their full : 
: value in bullion. 
: But although the Romans started out on a sound, if ; 
: somewhat awkvard basis, they did not stay on it very: 
: long. The coinage was still new when the Pyrrhic War | 
: broke out, to be followed by the First and Second 
: Punic Wars, these three vars filling most of the 
: time for the next 72 years, The first and last of 
i: these were severe struggles for Rome; she very near-: 
: ly lost them, Now in those days wars did not cost’ | 
. tho astronomical sums that they do now, but they 
: still cost Rome plenty. In fact, they cost more 
i money then Rome hed. By the middle of the Second 
: Punic Nar she found horself in the worst danger in 
: her history, and with an empty treasury. 
: To detail the desperate steps the Republic tcok to 
: meet this crisis would take too much space, but it 
' might be of interest to mention that considercble 
: help was obtained through "lend-lease". So if you 
thought that lend-lease was something new, you are 
wrong again. King Hioro of Syracuse was a staunch 
friend of Rome and was suspicious of her enemics,. So: 
during the war he sent Rome all the money, grain, | 
and other supplics he could spare, 4nd while Hiero 
had no over-age destroyers, he did "loan" Rome a 
number of galieys. ; 
Lorg before this, during the Pyrrhic War - the first: 
and shortest of them - Rome ran low on money. To 
provide more, all available gold was made into an 
emergency war coinage, gold having not been coined 
previously. But there wasn't enough gold, either, 
So in order to make the bronze "go farther", the 
governnent hit on the brilliant idea of making more : 
money with the same amount of bronze.

: The first step to increase the amount of bronze in 
: circulation was to reduce the weight of the as from | 
: one pound to one half pound. This doubled the amount : 
‘ of money, and so made the country twice as rich, Or | 
‘ so it was imagined. 4s might be expected, when this 
: process once started it didn't stop with one reduc- 
ition, but went on with others until the weight was 
‘reduced to one sixth of a pound, Thus six times the . 
: former number of asses were being made from the same 
: emount of metal. It is easy to follow the reasoning | 
: of the Roman government, which went something like 
: this: We need more money badly, and as the issus of |: 
imoney is a government function, let's make as much as: 
: we need, Just as Germany and China thought in our own’ 
' times. # 
: When the reductions were made, no doubt many Romans 
: screamed "Funny money!" in Latin. Beceuse reduction | 
‘hurt clmost everyone. It must have been a severe blow 
: to the wealthier class, as it cut the value of their : 
- holdings - in asses - to one sixth of their former ; 
ivelue. Their property was worth just as many of the 
inew asses, but the new asses were worth only one 
: Sixth as much, So they would be justified in calling © 
‘the new coins funny money. We mzy suppose that a 
: quantity of the old heavy coins went into hiding - or: 
‘they may have passed ct a premium, "black market" 7 
: fashion. For wherever and whenever you find funny 
:money, you will find black markets. 
: Losses would also fall on the poorer class as well. 
‘Knowing the results of inflation in our own times, it: 
‘doesn't teke much imagination to visualize prices sky~ 
:rocketing. With the asses worth so much less, it took. 
‘more of them to buy goods. i 
ifnd it is easy to see where creditors came out. Having 
loaned coins of one pound each, they could be repaid ; 
:in coins of one sixth of a pound. Thus five sixths of 
i:all debts vanished. ; 
:This brings us to one class that was benefited by the | 
‘inflation; the debtors. As the creditors were paid 
. $2 
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only one sixth of what they had loaned, naturally the: 
‘debtors repaid only that one sixth. Funny money today ; 
‘brings exactly that same result. 

-We have only sketchy contemporary records of the effect 
‘of ell this on business generally, but it must have | 
: been pretty rough. We might expect that this "reform": 
: of the money would meet with a storm of opposition, : 
‘ but strangely there seems to have been no protest 

: worthy of record. This might be explained by two 

: facts. First, very many Romans were chronically in =: 
debt at that period; and as has been said above, the | 
: change Was fine for debtors. Debts became six times =: 
' as easy to pay - always provided that the debtors 
could get even the inflated money. Throughout most of: 
: the history of the Roman Republic debts were a burn- : 
ing issue. We read of repeated agitation to wipe debts 
: out entirely, so many people having become so hope- 
: lessly in debt that only arbitrary cencellation could: 
' put them back on their feet financially. At any rate,: 
: people who owe money would never protest the cheap- 

: ening of it. 

_ The second fact is - as we too have been told - 

: "there is a wer on", and people will tolerate a lot . 
of things during war times that they wouldn't during ; 
' peace. Because if you lose your war, you will have ; 
: nothing anyway - so you don't mind being nicked if it 
: helps win the war. 

' The cheapening of the money must have greatly damaged 
: business, but Rome at that time was not a great com- ; 
/ mercial nation, so perhaps no one cared much about - 
: the troubles of the businessman, And that too, has a : 
- familiar sound. : 
- Meanwhile Rome also had issued a silver coinage, the ; 
_ standard being the denarius of good silver, equal to : 
- ten asses. But this soon was tampered with, too. : 
: First its weight was reduced, and then it was valued : 
- at sixteen asses instead of ten, the government thus | 
' gaining an extra six asses for each denarius issued. ;

(Continued from October) 


‘Debasement of the coinage never stopped during the 
:whole history of the Roman Republic; excepting for 
‘short periods when reform politicians, who advocated 
‘sound money, were in power. The general practice was | 
ito make as much money as the government needed, regard= 
‘less of its content. Debasement of the silver was ; 
‘extensively carried on by the process of issuing 

‘bronze coins plated with silver shells. It is of in- 
‘terest to know that the exect process for attaching 
‘these silver shells is unknown today. 

‘During the stfuggle between Marius and Sulla, when 
‘first one faction and then the other was supreme, the | 

: coinage was pulled both ways. The Marians stood for : 
‘pure silver; the Sullens for sufficient debasement to | 
‘meet expenses, They believed that "a little inflation | 
‘is a good thing". So you can see how old that idea is. 
‘ft any rate, each faction issued coins in accordance | 
‘with its views. During the Mcrian supremacy "serrati" | 
iwere struck; that is, coins notched all around the 
‘edges to show that they were silver all the way through. 
:But Sulla finally won, and so from then on to the end 
‘of the Republic pleted coins are common. 

:The bronze as continued to shrink in size and weight : 
:until it bacame only one twelfth of its original size; 
‘it stayed at this size for some time, but then took | 
‘another dive down to one twenty-fourth - and then . 
‘became of such uncertain velue that it was discontin- | 
‘ued entirely. Thus it had run a complete course of | 
‘debasement: from a coin of full metallic value to one : 
‘of no velue whatever, and final disappearance. 
‘The Roman Republic ended in a welter of civil war, 
‘with each leeder and his generals issuing money of 
:their own; each issued coins in accordance with his 
iviews on what they should contain, subject to the 
‘amount of silver he could get his hands on. So this 
‘period has left coins of various standards. i11 this 
‘money was claimed to be official money of the Roman; 
‘State, but in fact it was what we now would call mil-: 
itary money, It was used to pay troops and to circu- | 


‘late in whatever territory happened to be under the 
‘control of the issuer. 
‘ith the beginning of the Empire, funny money was done 
‘away with, and the country got a fresh start with : 
: sound coinege. fagustus, the first Emperor, was a 
ishrewd end able administrator. One of his first and | 
:most pressing problems was that of the coinage, and he 
'solved it successfully. He took on himself the respon~ 
‘sibility for the gold and silver coins, and allowed : 
ithe Senate to strike the bronze. This may seem like ‘a : 
‘makeshift arrangement with split authority, but asa : 
imatter of fact it workea very well. \jith an adequate 
: supply of good money, business and commerce picked — 
‘up, and a period of prosperity began. 
:Lugustus believed in a policy of plenty of money in | 
‘circuletion, with large sums spent for public works, ; 
‘He carried on extensive public improvements of all 
‘kinds, and his proudest boast was that he had "found 
‘Rome a city of brick and made it a city of marble" 
‘Such things cost 2 lot of money, but the Emperor was 
‘generous in supplying it. 
‘But the next Emperor, Tiberius, was a "budget- 
ibalancer", He did not believe in such heavy expendi- 
‘tures, and he sharply restricted the issue of money, 
‘at the seme time cutting government expenssof ell 
‘kinds, The country reacted promptly by going into a 
beautiful depression, Rome had accustomed itself to a | 
‘lavish use of money and to large expenditures by the : 
‘government; when both stopped, it was just too bad, 
‘In aggravation of the situntion, Tiberius also en- 
‘forced the usury lew - cn old law, but one which had 
‘been little observed for years. The result of all 
‘these policies was that loans were celled in, banks 
‘and businesses foiled, property became a glut on the 
‘market with everyone trying to raise money. Hardship 
‘and distress spreed through the whole Empire.
